BUDGET FOR 
SCHOOLS UP 
BY$171.OOO 


Preliminary approval w a s 
given Monday evening by the 
.taint school committee of the 
Gettysburg Joint School Board 
to a $1,416,323 budget for the 
oint district for 1964-65. It is an 
ncrease of about $171,000 over 
the budget for the current year. 
Most of the increase comes as 
a result of an expected addition 
of five teachers to the staff be­ 
cause of increased enrollment 
and state-mandated salary in­ 
creases for teachers. 
The budget will be up for final 
adoption at the May meeting. 
The costs of operating the 
school system will be divided 
among 
the 
member 
districts 
on the basis of their pupil en­ 
rollment and local district tax 
rates will have to be set to 
meet these and other school 
expenses. 
TO 3 VOTE 
The budget does not include 
annual rental payments the dis­ 
tricts must pay toward the cost 
of recent school building proj­ 
ects. 
Joint school district expenses 
for the year that ends July I 
are expected to total just over 
$1,244,000. A year ago school 
expenses here went over the 
million dollar mark for the first 
time at $1,113,509. 
The vote on approval of the 
budget was nine to three on a 
roll call vote. 
MOST POR INSTRUCTION 
The salary increases and the 
five extra teachers plus the 
changing of a part-time music 
teacher this year to a full-time 
position next year will send “in­ 
structional’* costs to $1,044,000, 
an increase of $127,000. 
Most other divisions of the 
Midget showed some increases, 
including the sums for social 
security and retirement contri­ 
butions which are boosted by 
;he salary jumps. There is a 
budgetary reserve of $18,973 
provided in the proposed fig 
ures. There is a $10,000 increase 
in the sum marked for capital 
outlay and that covers the ex 
pected cost of purchase of the 
Gettysburg Gun Club property, 
it was explained. 
The entire board will be 
called in next month for final 
action on the budget.

As LeMay’s views to a con­ 
gressional group last February 
were made public today, state­ 
ments by McNamara and Cold­ 
water added new fuel to their 
dispute. 
In a position paper on “De 
lense Strategy for the Space 
Age" put out by the Coldwater 
for President Committee, the 
Arizona Republican argued “we 
cannot put aola reliance on mis­ 


sile systems." He charged that 
not a single new weapons sys­ 
tem has been inaugurated since 
1961." 
LIKES MANNED BOMBERS 
LeMay, a strong backer of 
manned bombers, said in his 
Fab. 25 testimony to the House 
Armed Services Appropriations 
subcommittee that complete re­ 
liance on missile weaponry in 
the future would put the United 
States “in a musclebound posi­ 
tion. You are endangering the 
defense of the country by de­ 
pending on this weapons system 
alone because you have no flex­ 
ibility.” 
His testimony was almost 
echoed by Coldwater’! position 
paper. 
Coldwater, seeking the Re­ 
publican presidential nomina 
tion, had questioned the reliabil 
ity of U.S. missiles and spoke 
of a “dependability gap" while 
campaigning earlier this year 
in New Hampshire.

What a conceited lot of hu­ 
man beings many of us are! We 
have our own opinions — and we 
fancy they are mostly right, and 
are loathe to part with them. 
Too many of these opinions are 
selfishly inspired, thereby di­ 
vorcing many a noble sentiment 
from a safe and happy landing

first place. A president is ex­ 
pected to throw out the first bali 
of the season and this bit of 
ceremony becomes the more 
imperative ta an election year. 
Arriving five minutes behind 
schedule for his big moment, 
Johnson 
donned 
a 
fielder's 
glove, then waggled his shoul­ 
ders to loosen the muscles be­ 
fore letting fly with a fast, loop­ 
ing pitch that bounced off sev­ 
eral gloves before it was run to 
earth in a wild scramble by 
Salty Parker, a coach for the 
Angels. 
HURLS SECOND BALL 
The President pitched out a 
second ball for the benefit of 
photographers, 
Ibis

be­ 
ing speared by pitcher Bennie 
Daniels of the Senators. 
Johnson, coatless and hatless 
despite a threatening overcast, 
sat between Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana and House Speaker John 
W. McCormack of Massachu­ 
setts for a half-inning. Then he 
moved to the right to sit be­ 
tween Senate Republican leader 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois 
and House Republican leader 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana. 
This bipartisan trio was deep 
in conversation for much of the 
next two innings, pausing oc­ 
casionally to watch the game. 
LACKED QUORUM 
Then came a public address 
announcement 
of 
a 
Senate 
quorum call in the civil rights 
debate. 
Sen. Humbert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mtan., sitting behind Johnson, 
threw his hands into the air in a 
gesture of resignation and head­ 
ed for the exit. Dirksen, Mans­ 
field and 
Sens. 
George 
A. 
Southers, D-Fla., and George 
D. Aiken, R-Vt., followed. 
Johnson stood, grinning, and 
sped them on their way with 
a handshake. They never re­ 
turned. 
Deserted by Dirksen, Johnson 
moved back to a seat beside 
McCormack and spent much of 
the rest of the game munching 
peanuts and popcorn—notably 
popcorn. 
One of the few times Johnson 
displayed real enthusiasm for 
events on the diamond was ta 
the second inning when the Sen­ 
ators’ third baseman, John Ken­ 
nedy, speared a hot grounder on 
the dead run. Johnson raised 
his hands ta front of his face 
and clapped eagerly.

FINLEY KEEPS

It will 
have some 300 temporary seats 
behind it, like the old one. And 
it’ll be 44 inches high, same as 
the wall ta right field at New 
York. 
"The only difference will be 
it will be entirely behind the 325- 
foot limit," Finley said. "Th# 
Yankees have a 296 distance to 
right and 301 to left, with a 51- 
inch wall in left. 
CRITICIZES FRICK, CRONIN 
"Why in the world can't the 
Yankees be made to eliminate 
the cheap homer with foul pole 
screens and conform to sam# 
rules the other clubs must con­ 
form to?" 
Finley criticized Frick and 
Cronin "for allowing the Yan­ 
kees to have grossly unfair ad­ 
vantages over the other dubs, 
leading to their domination of 
the American League." 
The outspoken A's owner cit­ 
ed figures showing the Yanks 
have averaged 76 homers to 47 
for their foes the past 31 years 
in the Yankee Stadium.

Fair Hands In Fair M atters

seriously by the men mas­ 
terminding the big interna­ 
tional fairs, women over the 
years 
have 
nonetheless 
played an important part. 
Here is the first in a series 
on the fairest at the fair.

NEW YORK (AP) - “The 
greatest day in our history, the 
most beautiful and imposing 
and 
touching 
spectacle 
ever 
seen, and the triumph of my 
beloved Albert. . . .” 
So Queen Victoria described 
Hie first international exposi­ 
tion, which she opened on May 
I, 1851, with all the pomp and 
enthusiasm she brought to any 
project that took the fancy of 
he: adore consort. 
With Victoria began a tradi­ 
tional interest of the fair sex in 
fair matters. 
Some worked behind scenes; 
some got a little loo much ex­ 
posure to suit their more reti­ 
cent sisters. But there’s no de­ 
nying that world fairs would 
have been duller affairs with­ 
out women. 
LITTLE EGYPT 
They entertained: 
Little Egypt, an exotic muscle 
dancer, was the sensation of the 
1889 Paris fair, rivaled only by 
the Eiffel Tower; at Chicago’s 
1893 Columbian Exposition, she 
was the foremost attraction on 
the Midway Plaisance, sharing 
honors this time with another 
innovation, the ferris wheel. 
At 
Chicago’s 
Century of 
Progress Exposition in 1933, it 
was Sally Rand and her fans. 
(Little Egypt was there too, bal­ 
ancing lighted candles on her 
head; but sixtyish and stoutish, 
she was not the titillating mor­ 
sel she bad been a generation 
before.) 
Eleanor Holm starred in Billy 
Rose’s Aquacade at New York’s 
1939 Fair in Flushing Meadow. 
SARAH BERNHARDT 
And don’t forget that the di­ 
vine 
Sarah 
Bernhardt 
went 
aloft in a balloon to get the 
Paris Fair of 1878 off to a heady 
start. 
They raised money: 
For the 1876 Centennial Ex­ 
position 
at 
Philadelphia 
the 
Women’s Centennial Executive 
Committee not only financed 
the $35,000 Women’s Pavilion, 
but added $126,000 to the gener­ 
al treasury. 
They fought to elevate their 
own sex: 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, Chicago 
socialite and president of the 
Board of Lady Managers of the 
1893 Fair, wrote in a souvenir 
booklet: “It is the desire of the 
board to present the complete 
picture of the condition of wom­ 
en in every country of the 
work!, most particularly those 
who are breadwinners.” 
HOW IT BEGAN 
The first international exposi­ 
tion, housed in the fabulous iron 
and glass Crystal Palace in 
London, was a compliment to 
the lady who ruled the empire. 
It 
was Victoria’s 
husband, 
Prince Albert, who is given 
credit for starting the whole 
thing. He suggested an Interna­ 
tional Jubilee “to form a new 
starting point from which all 
nations were to direct their fur­ 
ther exertions.” 
But it was the man who de­ 
signed the Crystal Palace who

Edmund F. Martin, now pres­ 
ident and vice chairman, suc­ 
ceeds retiring Arthur B. Homer 
who has been at Bethlehem’s 
helm as board chairman since 
I1957. 
Charles M. Schwab, the firm’s 
{founder, died in office to 1939. 


Eugene Grace served until 1957 
before giving way to Homer un­ 
der whose regime steel profits 
and steel production — general 
all across the nation to all of 
Amerced mills—declined from 
the plush profits of the 1940s 
and middle 1950s. 
EXPECT MORE PROFITS 
Steel began to make more 
money last year and profits this 
year are expected to be even 
better. 
The 61-year-old Martin, a tall, 
stocky, baldish man who ap­ 
pears to squint behind his glass­ 
es, moved into the presidency 
in 1900, relieving Homer of 
some of his executive duties. 
Before that he was a vice prest 
dent and general manager of 
the giant Lackawanna, N.Y., 
plant near Buffalo. 
Bethlehem's share of the steel 
market is figured at near 15 per 
cent. It once hoped to make 
this even greater by merging 


with tho Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Co., but the Justice De­ 
partment killed this enture on 
antitrust grounds. 
FIGHT OVER CHARITY 
Martin last earned $251,726, 
second only to Homer's compen­ 
sation of $301,860.

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Congressman Recalls MacArthur Plan 
To Control Stalin By Rearming Foes

Arthur to President-elect Eisen- 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen­ 
eral of the Army Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur^ post-Korean plan to 
end the cold 
war involved 
threatening Soviet dictator Jo­ 
seph Stalin that Germany and 
Japan would be completely re­ 
armed unless the people of the 
European Red satellite coun­ 
tries were granted self-determi­ 
nation, a congressman has said. 
Rep. William Jennings Bryan 
Dora, D-S.C., said MacArthur 
freely told him of this plan to 
bring the Soviet Union into line 
in an interview at the general’s 
Waldorf-Astoria tower suite in 
New York. Dorn said he was 
uncertain 
of the year,

thought it was IMO. 
The gist of MacArthur’* plan 
was the missing part of news­ 
paper accounts this week that 
projected the general into a 
swirl of posthumous controvert 
•y. 
CONS I DIR REPORT 


In a 10-year-old interview pub­ 
lished Wednesday as MacArthur 
was lying in state in the Capi­ 
tol rotunda, Bob Considine of 
the Hearst Headline Service dis­ 
closed the existence of the plan 
and described how MacArthur 
tried to convince Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, then the president­ 
elect, to put it into effect. 
Considine wrote that MacAr­ 
thur told him, "I don't feel it 
would be fair to reveal my plan 
to you. It would be an unfair 
burden on you as a reporter." 
TOLD CONGRESSMAN 


Dora said there was no such 
reluctance when he and two oth­ 
er congressmen visited MacAr­ 
thur in 1956. He said MacArthur 
revealed to him "for the first 
time, and I have kept it conf! 
denial, the nature of his con 
venation with President-elect 
Eisenhower and John Foster 
Dulles in December 1932." Du! 
lea became Eisenhower's secre­ 
tary of state. 
**The plan suggested by Mac 


bower and John Foster Dulles 
was to threaten Russia with a 
complete rearmament of Ger­ 
many and Japan, possibly in­ 
cluding nuclear power, unless 
Stalin agreed to live up to his 
promise of the self-determina­ 
tion of the peoples of Poland, 
East Germany and Central Eu­ 
rope." 
INSERTED IN RICO RD 
That description was written 
by Dorn Monday night and in­ 
serted in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord, as a minor part of a long 
eulogy of MacArthur. It escaped 
notice until Friday, when a re­ 
porter interviewed Dorn about 
it and was given details. The 
printed Dorn account predated 
the publication of the Considine 
account. 
In Mankato, 
Ran., former 
Rep. Wint Smith, one of the two 
congressmen who accompanied 
Dorn, 
said 
he 
agreed with 
Dorn's description except that 
"I don't remember that MacAr­ 
thur said he had told Eisen­ 
hower those things." 
1954 INTERVIEW 
Smith said it was his recol­ 
lection that the interview took 
place in 1954. 
The third congressman, Rep. 
Lawrence K. Smith, R-Wis., 
died in 1958. 
MacArthur^ aide, Maj. Gen. 
Courtney Whitney, who Dorn 
said also attended the meeting, 
declined comment. 
REVEALED B O M I PLAN 
The Considine interview and 
one by Scripps-Howard reporter 
Jim G. Lucas published this 
week also after a lapse of IO 
years both mentioned the gen­ 
eral's plans to win the Korean 
War by using nuclear bombs 
across the Yalu in Red China, 
sowing a five-mile belt of radio­ 
active cobalt along the border, 
and bringing in Nationalist Chi­ 
nese troops from Formosa to 
mop up the Reds. 
Dorn saki he visited MacAr­ 


thur in 1951 in Tokyo Just be­ 
fore he was fired as Far East 
commander by President Harry 
S. Truman. 
"I didn't know about the co­ 
balt thing,” Dorn said. "He 
didn't mention that to me in 
Tokyo. 
WANTED AIRPO W IR 
"What he might have said two 
years later—when Lucas and 
Considine 
interviewed 
him— 
when he was embittered, I don't 
know. But to me he made no 
wild statements about cobalt or 
atom bombs. He just said with 
airpower he could lick the Red 
Chinese in three months." 
In the interview about die 
plan to end the cold war, Dorn 
said MacArthur emphasized to 
Eisenhower that Stalin was an 
old man who might die at any 
moment, and that Eisenhower 
should act immediately after 
taking office. 
"Stalin is a realist and you 
could threaten him," Dorn quot 
ed MacArthur as telling the 
president-elect. 
OFFERED ALTERNATIVE 
"Stalin is a cold, hard bargain­ 
er who understands power, mil 
itary power. Stalin would have 
no alternative but to accept it. 
If he doesn't, then go ahead and 
rearm Germany and Japan, and 
back them up, give them aid. 
Put Russia on the defensive and 
keep Russia on the defensive. 
"You are climaxing your ca­ 
reer as a great victorious gen­ 
eral, as President of the United 
States. All the Allied world is 
behind you. No nation would 
dare to question you. Your pres­ 
tige is so great you're in a posi­ 
tion to sit down with Stalin and 
meet with him. 
HERO BACKING 
"Today you're a hero, you 
have a halo around your head. 
But if you wait six months, you 
will have a lot of political bick­ 
ering, the halo will be gone and 
Stalin will laugh at you."

NEW YORK (AP) — In the 
midst of all the general pros­ 
perity the residential real es­ 
tate industry Is having its own 
private readjustment. It can be 
thankful for one thing—that this 
ii happening just now. 
After the long postwar boom, 
foe housing market in many 
cities and regions is less than 
exuberant. And although con­ 
struction of single family homes 
hasn't slid much in the last two 
years, builders are having to re­ 
adjust to new sales conditions. 
But on the whole the industry 
—and especially that part of it 
which puts up the money for the

If

A B L! TO REFINANCE 
As it is, most builders have 
been able to refinance when 
necessary. Most lenders report 
the foreclosure rate, 
though 
higher than a while back, isn’t 
too worrisome. The residential 
estate boom bas faded—but it 
hasn't gone bust. 
Some cities are seeing more 
trouble for their big rush to 
build apartment houses. And in 
these places the vacancy signs 
are disturbing. The projects 
often have had to refinance to 
wait for what builders still con­ 
fidently refer to as another up­ 
surge in rental demand sure to 
come in a year or two. 
APARTMENT HOUSE FLANS 
In a few cities the overbuild 
tag of apartment houses was all 
but intentional. In New York 
City the rush to put up luxury 
suites was fired by a desire to 
beat a change ta zoning and 
building rules.

Abraham Lincoln Was 
Assassinated 99 Years 
Ago In Ford s Theater 


By J. W. DAVIS 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Ninety- 
nine years ago Tuesday, the 
curtain went down at Ford’s 
Theater with an awful finality. 
That was the night it became 
the most famous—or most in­ 
famous—theater ta America. 
The curtain stayed down. The 
building was never again used 
as a theater. It was stained for­ 
ever that night with the blood 
of President Abraham Lincoln, 
assassinated while he sat in its 
presidential box and watched 
its last play. 
But now, there is a strong 
and possibly winning campaign 
well under way, with consider­ 
able support in Congress, to re­ 
store the building to what it 
was the night John Wilkes Booth 
shot Lincoln. 
NEED MONEY 
There Is no hope that It can 
be restored by the time of the 
centennial of the assassination, 
April 14, 1965. That had been a 
target date until a few years 
ago. 
But Col. Randle B. Truett, 
National Park Service histori­ 
an, a dedicated and enthusiastic 
supporter of 
the 
restoration 
dream, says "We dont’ have the 
money—about $2 million—but 
we will.” 
There is some difference of 
opinion as to whether the build­ 
ing should be turned into sn 
active playhouse, ta view of the 
tragedy it symbolizes. 
WAS A CHURCH 
The site was originally occu­ 
pied by a Baptist church built 
ta 1833. Its physical properties 
—A could accommodate musi­ 
cal concerts ss well as sermons 
—attracted John T. Ford, a 
theater man from Baltimore, 


when he came here ta the fall 
of 1961 seeking a location for 
theatrical purposes. 
Ford leased tha building for 
five years, beginning Dee. IO, 
ISSI. 
Just before 1862 ended, a dis­ 
astrous

only 
tho 
blackened walls standing, A 
more elaborate building was 
built, 
called 
"Ford’s 
New 
Theater," on the same spot, and

ATTENDED ONCE 


Lincoln attended Just mea In 
1865. It was the evening of 
Good Friday, the stars wart 
Harry Hawk and Laura Keene 
and the show was "Our Ameri­ 
can Cousin," a trifle described 
ta the handbills as an eccentric 
comedy. 
Shortly after IO p.m. Booth 
climbed the stairs to the dress 
circle, walked through a pas­ 
sageway and slipped Into tha 
unguarded presidential box. 
In the darkness, be moved be­ 
hind the President who was sit­ 
ting ta a rocker. Ha fired foe 
fatal shot, and in the excite­ 
ment, leaped to tha SU ga, ran 
out a back door, Jumped on a 
horse and escaped. Booth was 
hunted down and shot dead 12 
days lour ta a Virginia barn. 
The theater was closed Im­ 
mediately after Lincoln's death, 
which came ta a house across 
the street at 7:22 am.
